The Messiah at Notre Dame 





Over two thousand people flocked 
into Notre-Dame Church Monday 
evening to hear the Montreal Elgar 
Choir's performance of Handel's 
Messiah. The fact that the large 
crowd was easily accommodated 
here is the one advantage in using 
this huge church auditorium for this 
presentation. There are, however, 
several disadvantages, 


Firstly, the choir and soloists 
found themselves singing to an 
audience seated a hundred feet be- 
low with their backs towards the 
choir-loft. Psychologically, this is 
bad for both listener and artist. 
Secondly, the full tone of this ma- 
jestic work is very often lost in 
the vast spaces of so large a hall, 
and thirdly: seats in church pews 
tend to become rather hard and un- 
comfortable during the long pro- 
gramme, This is not conducive to 
good listening. 

‘With all this taken into account, 
we found the performance as a 
whole rather successful. The choir 
sang well throughout and at times 
reached brilliancy, particularly in 


the chorus “Lift up your head” and 


the ever -inspiring “Hallelujah 
Chorus.” Conductor Chadwick is to 
be congratulated in turning in a 
highly polished performance. 

Some fine singing was heard 
from all the soloists, tenor Jean 
Letourneau showed a melodious if 
rather weak voice. Anna Malen- 
fant was adequate as a contralto if 
somewhat uninspired. Harry Maud 
the bass showed good understand- 
ing of his solos and the clarity and 
ease With which he sang was im- 
pressing. Conspicuous among the 
soloists, however, was Audrey, B, 
Farrell, one of the better sopranos 
to be heard in these parts recently, 
her strong crystal-clear voice and 
faultless enunciation completely en- 
chanted the large audience. 

Top laurels for the evening should 
however be awarded to organist 
Kenneth Meck. Throughout the 
three hour long performance Mr. 
Meck provided faultless and un- 
tiring accompaniment as well as 
showing great delicacy in the Over- 
ature and Pastoral Symphony. An 
Organ at its best is a good sub- 
stitute for a mediocre orchestra in 
this mammoth work, but not of 
course to a good orchestra.
